*Peter Steelman was born circa 1731-1733, in Egg Harbor Township, Gloucester County, New Jersey, and 
died intestate in 1775, in the same place. Peter was the son of James Steelman and 2nd wife Catherine 
Ouster, and grandson of Hans Mansson and Ella Stille, and great-grandson of Olof Stille. Peter married 
Sarah __. After Peter’s death, Sarah married __ Doughty (probably Jacob Doughty, a householder in 
the township). The last trace of Sarah alive is the 1802 Egg Harbor Township Tax List as “Sarah 
Doughty.” The children of Peter Steelman and Sarah are: Richard Steelman, James Steelman, Zephaniah 
Steelman (married Sybilla Albertson), Sarah Steelman (married Nathaniel Risley, son of Jeremiah Risley 
and Margaret Doughty), Thomas Steelman (married Sarah Risley, daughter of Jeremiah Risley and 
Margaret Doughty), and Peter Steelman (died unmarried in 1798 in Egg Harbor Township, and mentions 
mother “Sarah Doughty” in his will). 

*Peter Steelman’s place of burial is not found, but he was probably buried in the ancient burial ground in 
Steelmanville, Egg Harbor Township, now in Atlantic County, New Jersey. There were no markers, and 
no list exists of who was buried there. There may have been wooden markers at one time, though. The 
area is privately owned and nothing is above ground to alert anyone that it was once a burial ground. I 
found mention of the burial ground in an old deed from the early 1800s, and have confirmed all this with 
one of the historical societies in that area. The burial ground dates back to the 1700s, and many Steelmans 
are thought to be buried in it, and anyone who lived in the Steelmanville area of Egg Harbor Township 
that died before the mid-1840s is probably buried in it, too. Anyone who lived in the Steelmanville area of 
Egg Harbor Township that died in the mid-1840s or earlier that isn’t buried in Zion United Methodist 
Church Cemetery or Zion Cemetery is likely buried in the ancient Steelmanville burial ground.

The Condition of the above Obligation is such, That if the above-bound Sarah Steelman Administratrix of 
all and singular the Goods, Chattels and Credits of Peter Steelman deceased, do make, or cause to be 
made, a true and perfect Inventory of all and singular the Goods, Chattels and Credits of the said 
Deceased, which have or shall come to the Hands, Possession or Knowledge of the said Sarah or into the 
Hands of any other Person or Persons for her Use, and the same so made, exhibit or cause to be exhibited 
into the Registry of the Prerogative Court, in the Secretary’s Office at Burlington on or before the 13th 
Day of June next ensuing; and the same Goods, Chattels and Credits of the said Deceased, at the Time of 
his Death, or which at any Time after, shall come to the Hands or Possession of the said Sarah or unto the 
Hands or Possession of any other Person or Persons, for her Use, do well and truly administer according 
to Law; and farther do make or cause to be made, a just and true Account of her Administration, on or 
before the 13th Day of December now next ensuing the Date hereof; and all the Rest and Residue of the 
said Goods, Chattels and Credits, which shall be found remaining upon the Account of the said 
Administratrix the same being first examined and allowed of, by the Judge for the Time being, of the said 
Prerogative Court, shall deliver and pay unto such Person or Persons respectively, as the said Judge for 
the Time being, of the said Court, by his Decree or Sentence, pursuant to the true Intent and Meaning of 
an Act of Parliament, made in the 22d and 23d Years of the Reign of King Charles II. intitled, An act for 
settling Intestates’Estates, shall limit and appoint. And if it shall hereafter appear, that any last Will and 
Testament was made by the said Deceased, and the Executor or Executors therein named, do exhibit the 
same into the said Prerogative Court, making Request to have it allowed and approved accordingly : If the 
said Sarah being thereunto required, do render and deliver up the said Letters of Administration, 
Approbation of such Testament being first had and made in the said Court; then the above Obligation to 
be void, or else it shall stand in full Force and Virtue.
